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ANNUAL  REPORT  OP  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER 
OF  HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1968. 

TO:  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS, 

WARRINGTON  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

During  1968,  apart  from  general  environmental  conditions  which  required 
continuous  attention,  there  were  two  major  operations  which  highlighted  a  year 
of  satisfactory  progress. 

The  first  important  step  forward  was  in  the  making  of  Smoke  Control  Areas. 
Since  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  came  into  operation,  representations  have  been 
m* le  from  time  to  time  by  this  Council  to  initiate  a  Smoke  Control  Programme. 
When  the  Act  came  into  operation  certain  areas  throughout  the  country,  where 
atmospheric  pollution  was  high  were  designated  "Black  Areas"  and  these  areas 
were  given  priority  to  make  Smoke  Control  Areas.  This  Authority  was  adjacent  to 
a  "Black  Area"  and  consequently  many  ratepayers  seeing  their  neighbours  living 
in  Smoke  Control  Areas,  and  unaware  of  the  reasons  why  priority  had  been  given, 
felt  that  this  Authority  was  dilatory  in  not  initiating  a  Smoke  Control  Pro¬ 
gramme. 

During  1968  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  confirmed  two 
Smoke  Control  Orders:-  No.l  Smoke  Control  Order  (Winwick)  involving  513  houses 
was  confirmed  after  a  Ministry  inquiry  following  an  objection;  and  No. 2  Smoke 
Control  Order  (Fearnhead)  involving  8l6  houses.  The  Council  made  a  third  area 
No. 3  Smoke  Control  Order  (Padgate)  involving  2,042  houses,  this  Order  is  await¬ 
ing  confirmation.  The  good  progress  made  in  these  areas  should  contribute  much 
to  a  cleaner  atmosphere  with  its  attendant  benefits.  It  is  hoped  that  the  pro¬ 
gress  made  in  1968  will  continue  unabated  in  the  coming  years,  until  the  whole 
area  is  free  from  smoke. 

Your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  was  again  elected  a  member  of  the. 
Executive  Council  of  the  Manchester  and  District  Clean  Air  Committee.  This 
Committee  serves  a  useful  purpose  in  that  it  helps  to  resolve  difficulties  which 
arise  from  time  to  time  in  an  area  involving  74  local  authorities. 

The  second  major  operation  carried  out  during  the  year  was  the  completion 
of  the  scheme  to  convert  the  whole  of  the  area  comprising  of  approximately 
15,000  premises  to  a  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  collection.  This  scheme  was 
commenced  in  1964  and  each  year  the  number  of  houses  serviced  with  paper  sacks 
has  been  increased  until  in  October  this  year  the  last  remaining  houses  were 
converted. 
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This  system  of  refuse  collection  i3  boxn  cleaner  and  more  hygi  mio  than  that 
of  using  a  metal  dustbin.  The  new  sacks  are  provided  each  week  and  the  old  bin, 
which  had  a  life  of  8  to  10  years,  during  which  they  were  never  cles  ned  out,  is 

no  longer  a  source  of  smell  and  flybreeding.  The  paper  sack  makes  t  le  collectors 

job  cleaner  and  saves  time  in  that  he  has  only  one  journey  to  make  t>  each  house 
instead  of  two. 

The  Council  purchased  their  first  bulk  container  refuse  vehicle  sapable  of 
a  cu*  container.  A  number  of  business  premises  have  a.ready  pur¬ 
chased  these  bulk  containers  and  they  should  prove  of  great  benefit  to  any  estab¬ 
lishment  where  large  quantities  of  refuse  have  to  be  dealt  with.  I  can  envisage 
a  big  and  rapid  development  in  the  use  of  these  containers  in  the  years  to  come. 

These  containers  will  allow  the  Council  to  give  a  regular  and  much  more  efficient 

collection  service. 

Part  III  of  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  1963  came  into  operation  in  February. 
Thie  gave  power  to  the  local  authority  to  provide  disposal  points  where  residents 
may  deposit  refuse  not  collected  by  the  normal  household  refuse  collection  ser¬ 
vice. 


Four  disposal  point  sites  were  set  up,  one  each  in  Penketh,  Woolston, 
Padgate,  and  Winwick.  These  sites  with  the  exception  of  Woolston,  which  is  sited 
near  the  Cleansing  Depot,  are  difficult  to  maintain  in  a  tidy  and  satisfactory 
state  because  of  vandalism  and  misuse.  Most  authorities  are  experiencing  similar 
difficulties  with  such  disposal  sites.  To  provide  a  site  within  reasonable  dis¬ 
tance  of  dwellings  without  being  a  nuisance  to  residents  in  the  area  is  almost 
impossible,  as  these  sites  tend  to  attract  "totters”  and  other  undesirables, 
besides  providing  a  cheap  disposal  point  for  trade  waste  particularly  from  job¬ 
bing  builders. 

The  Council  has  had  little  trouble  in  disposing  of  abandoned  vehicles, 
thanks  to  the  co-operation  of  a  private  vehicle  disposal  firm.  The  main  diffi¬ 
culty  is  the  delay  in  removing  the  vehicles  whilst  enquiries  are  made  and  legal 
requirements  satisfied.  It  is  surprising  how  naive  some  are  in  abandoning  cars. 
In  one  instance  a  car  was  found  abandoned  and  the  owner  when  traced  lived  230 
miles  away.  Statutory  conditions  stating  that  a  notice  must  be  fixed  on  an 
abandoned  vehicle  for  seven  days  prior  to  it  being  removed,  has  been  taken  by 
some  less  scrupulous  persons  as  a  licence  to  remove  anything  of  value,  particul¬ 
arly  the  wheels.  This  makes  disposal  more  difficult. 

The  decision  of  the  Council  to  remove  all  bulky  household  refuse  free  of 

charge,  has  proved  of  great  benefit  to  householders  and  helped  the  Department 
in  reducing  fly  tipping. 

In  spite  of  all  what  was  being  said  there  is  no  doubt  whatsoever  that 
operations  carried  out  under  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  have  contributed  immensely 
to  reducing  the  amount  of  refuse  found  on  the  road  verges  and  other  open  spaces. 
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There  is  however  still  room  for  further  improvement. 

Operation  Spring  Clean  introduced  in  1^68  serves  a  useful  purpose  in  bring¬ 
ing  to  the  notice  of  the  public  the  desirability  of  taking  a  pride  in  their  area, 
contributing  to  this  ideal  by  removing  eye  sores,  helping  in  a  general  tidying 
up  by  removing  the  litter,  and  taking  steps  to  make  the  public  litter  conscious. 
Everyone  connected  with  the  project  is  well  aware  that  the  task  ahead  in  this 
field  will  be  long  and  arduous.  The  need  to  provide  adequate  litter  bins  and 
for  these  to  be  serviced  regularly  is  of  primary  importance. 

During  the  year  much  new  transport  leglislation  was  introduced,  this  dealt 
with  general  maintenance  and  braking  standards,  all  aimed  at  reducing  accidents. 
Whilst  vehicles  used  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  are  at  present 
exempt  from  the  provisions  of  the  Plating  and  Testing  Regulations  1966,  every 
effort  is  made  to  keep  our  vehicles  up  to  the  standards  laid  down  in  the  regu¬ 
lations  and  to  that  end  they  are,  whenever  possible  serviced  monthly,  brake 
testing  being  carried  out  much  more  frequently. 

Not  until  the  last  month  in  the  year  was  any  real  trouble  experienced  by 
caravaners  squatting  on  unauthorised  sites.  It  is  hoped  that  this  problem  will 
be  resolved  early  in  the  new  year.  Two  caravan  sites  at  Cuerdley  were  both 
closed  during  the  year. 

Noise  can  be  very  irritating  and  sometimes  amount  to  a  public  nuisance. 

Much  difficulty  is  experienced  in  determining  the  kind  and  intensity  of  noise 
which  can  be  classified  as  a  nuisance,  as  it  is  so  subjective.  A  continual 
noise  complaint  is  comparatively  easy  to  investigate;  but  the  three  most  serious 
complaints  received  during  the  year,  two  from  factories  and  one  from  a  club, 
were  of  an  intermittent  nature  and  necessitated  many  visits.  Often  these  visits 
had  to  be  made  at  midnight  or  in  the  early  hours of  the  morning  so  that  noise 
readings  could  be  taken  when  background  noise  associated  with  daylight  activities 
was  absent;  only  after  such  painstaking  investigations  was  it  possible  to  eval¬ 
uate  the  degree  and  intensity  of  the  noise  and  whether  it  constituted  a  nuisance. 

The  one  offensive  trade  in  the  area  continued  to  give  rise  to  intermittent 
complaints.  Improvement  works  continued  to  be  carried  out  at  these  works  through 
out  the  year.  In  May,  planning  consent  was  given  to  erect  a  new  office  block  and 
relay  the  drainage  system.  This  work  was  still  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  The  complaints  referred  to  are  closely  associated  with  the  prevailing 
wind  and  weather  conditions.  Warm  humid  weather  encourages  rapid  decomposition 
of  the  materials  being  processed  and  arrests  the  rapid  dispersion  of  any  odours 
which  may  arise. 

As  in  previous  years  attention  is  again  drawn  to  the  large  amount  of  time 
spent  by  the  Public  Health  and  Meat  Inspectors  carrying  out  meat  inspection  at 
the  bacon  factory  and  two  slaughter  houses  in  the  area. 
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During  the  year  one  Public  Health  Inspector  -and  two  Meat  Inspectors  were 
wholly  engaged  on  this  work,  the  District  Public  Health  Inspectors  being  used 
to  supplement  this  staff  as  the  occasion  demanded. 

The  fact  that  it  was  necessary  to  condemn  38  tons  of  meat  in  spite  of  the 
high  class  of  animals  which  are  sent  to  these  slaughterhouses,  shows  how  vital 
this  work  is.  There  were  112,069  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year. 

The  regular  inspection  of  food  preparation  establishments  has  continued. 

This  work  may  sometimes  seem  tedious  but  the  improvement  which  can  be  seen  in 
the  modern  canteen  and  kitchens  apd  the  absence  of  any  outbreak  of  food  poison?* 
ing  during  the  year,  is  the  ample  reward  for  many  hours  of  patient  endeavour. 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  demanded  a  great  deal 
of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  time,  carrying  out  a  general  inspection  of  824- 
premises,  six  accidents  were  reported  which  required  special  investigations. 

The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  area  is  good.  The  proportion  of 
owner  occupiers  is  very  high,  and  rhere  has  been  much  new  private  housing 
development.  Of  the  older  property,  small  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  post 
war  houses  which  had  been  erected,  few  houses  can  be  classed  as  incapable  of 
repair.  It  is  expected  that  new  legislation  will  be  introduced  in  the  coming 
year  dealing  with  the  improvement  of  older  houses.  The  most  urgent  needs  are 
the  provision  of  bathrooms  in  the  322  houses,  which  are  without  these  essential 
amenities  and  a  determined  effort  to  see  whether  any  of  the  128  houses  which 
still  have  a  pail  closet  can  be  provided  with  a  water  closet.  It  is  unfortunate 
that  where  there  are  no  sewers  within  100  ft.  of  a  dwelling,  a  local  authority 
cannot  enforce  the  provision  of  a  water  carriage  system.  The  pail  closet  is 
most  unhygienic  and  should  now  be  a  relic  of  the  past.  The  pails  have  been 
reduced  slowly  year  by  year  in  number  but  the  hard  core  of  dwellings  which 
because  of  their  isolation  it  will  not  be  possible  to  sewer,  has  now  been 
reached.  Other  methods  of  disposal,  either  cesspools  or  septic  tanks  will  have 
to  be  considered.  At  present  pails  are  emptied  weekly,  two  men  being  employed 
two  days  a  week. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  to  initiate  a  scheme  to  provide  a  loan  for 
Standard  G-rant  work  where  an  owner  is  unable  to  raise  his  share  of  the  costs. 

It  is  hoped  that  next  year  such  a  scheme  will  be  in  being. 

The  number  of  complaints  of  rats  and  mice  shows  no  decrease  in  spite  of 
the  increased  treatment  which  is  carried  out  year  by  year  including  the  treatment 
of  all  sewers  in  the  area.  Reasons  for  this  may  be  that  so  much  new  building 
works  is  proceeding  on  what  was  previously  agricultural  land  and  also  the  public 
are  now  much  more  aware  of  the  necessity  of  reporting  any  sign  of  infestation  of 
rats  or  mice.  The  hope  that  these  creatures  will  eventually  become  extinct  seems 
to  be  farther  from  realisation  than  ever. 
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Much  attention  has  been  given  to  the  training  of  staff  and  every  effort  is 
made  to  send  personnel  on  training  courses  whenever  suitable  courses  are  avail¬ 
able  and  staff  can  be  spared. 

During  the  year  there  were  several  staff  changes;  Mr.  J.  Hinchliffe, 
Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Deputy  Cleansing  Superintendent  tended 
his  resignation  after  two  years  service  with  this  Authority,  to  take  up  an 
appointment  with  Bradford  Corporation.  Miss.  S.  Smith  left  in  November  after 
five  years  service.  In  the  Cleansing  Department  Mr.  W.  Jeffery  retired  after 
35  years  service,  and  Mr.  A.  Scott  after  21  years  service.  Mr.  Jeffery  and 
Mr.  Scott  were  both  very  loyal  servants  throughout  their  long  servioe  with  the 
Council  and  we  wish  than  a  happy  and  long  retirement. 

We  are  pleased  to  welcome  Mr.  S.  Downs  who  replaces  as  General  Foreman, 

Mr.  Jeffery,  and  Miss.  I.  Peters  who  replaces  Miss.  G.  Ashton,  transferred  to 
the  Treasurer’ s  Department. 

Mr.  B.  Dale,  who  commenced  as  a  student  trainee  Public  Health  Inspector 
in  January,  1965,  qualified  as  a  Public  Health  Inspector  after  attending  a~ 
three  year  course  at  the  Royal  Technical  College  of  Further  Education,  Salford, 
he  will  not  receive  his  diploma  until  he  reaches  the  age  of  21,  which  is  not 
until  August,  1969.  Mr.  Dale  has  been  a  very  consciencious  student  and  must 
be  congratulated  for  qualifying  when  so  young. 

A  survey  of  the  vital  statistics  shows  that  the  number  of  births  rose  from 
1,000  in  1967  to  a  total  of  1,045  in  1968,  and  the  adjusted  rate  per  thousand 
population  lowered  to  20.5.  The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1968  was 
16.9.  The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  in  relation  to  total  live  births 
in  the  district  was  3.1.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  11.00  per  thousand  live 
births  compared  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  18.00. 

The  total  number  of  cancer  deaths  in  men  was  43  and  20  of  these  were  due 
to  cancer  of  the  lung.  There  were  two  lung  canoer  deaths  in  women  this  year. 
The  public  must  be  made  aware  of  the  dangers  of  cigarette  smoking,  and  a  number 
of  posters  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  were  distributed  in  the  area. 

Coronary  Disease  also  took  its  toll  of  middle  aged  men  and  caused  the 
death  of  28  men  under  the  age  of  65*  In  196?  there  were  3  deaths  due  to 
respiratory  tuberculosis;  in  1968  one  such  death  was  recorded.  Four  new  cases 
were  notified  in  the  15-35  age  group.  The  number  of  deaths  due  to  accidents 
(other  than  motor  vehicle  accidents)  has  reduced  from  16  to  12,  5  were  in  the 
over  65  age  groups.

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SECTION  I 


PHYSICAL  CONDITIONS  AND  GENERAL  DESCRIPTION 

The  Warrington  Rural  District  is  situate  in  the  south-west  of  the  County 
of  Lancaster.  It  is  bordered  on  the  north  by  the  districts  of  the  County 
Borough  of  St.  Helens  and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Newton-le-’Yillows  and  Golborne; 
to  the  east  is  the  Urban  District  of  Irlam,  and  on  the  west  is  the  Rural 
District  of  Whiston  and  the  Borough  of  Widnes.  The  southern  boundary,  which  is 
also  the  County  Boundary,  is  the  Manchester  Ship  Canal  and  the  northern 
perimeter  of  the  YVarrington  County  Borough. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  approximately  35  square  miles  being  14  miles 
from  east  to  west,  with  a  narrow  waist  of  about  two  miles  in  the  centre  between 
Warrington  and  Newton,  broadening  to  an  average  width  of  about  six  miles. 

Agriculture  is  the  principal  occupation  in  the  area  but  there  are,  in 
the  more  urban  parishes,  a  variety  of  industries  including  light  engineering, 
brewing,  brick  making  and  paint  manufacture. 

The  area  is,  as  a  whole,  comparatively  low-lying  with  only  a  gentle 
undulation  to  relieve  the  otherwise  flat  landscape.  The  fall  of  the  land  is 
to  the  south,  with  streams  and  brooks  discharging  into  the  River  Mersey  which  - 
winds  its  way  across  the  southern  portion  of  the  district  only  slightly  to  the 


north  of  the  Manchester  Ship  Canal.

Milk  Samples 

Routine  milk  sampling  has  continued  throughout  the  year  for  the  purpos 
of  bacteriological  examination  which  aims  at  ensuring  a  general  standard  oi 
purity  as  regards  the  total  number  of  organisms  which  effect  the  keeping 
quality  of  the  milk  (Methylene  Blue  Test)  ,  the  efficiency  of  pasteurisation 
(Phosphatase  Test) ,  the  freedom  from  the  bacillus  of  tuberculosis  (Biologi< 
Examination)  and  from  brucellosis  (Ring  and  Culture  Tests).  The  organisms 
tuberculosis  and  brucellosis  are  destroyed  by  pasteurisation.  In  no  instan< 
did  any  sample  fail  the  Phosphatase  Test,  showing  that  pasteurisation  in  ej 
instance  has  been  effectively  carried  out.

Meat  Inspection 

Slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  two  private  slaughterhouses  and  a  bacon 
factory.  Line  dressing  is  carried  out  in  the  bacon  factory,  and  in  one  of  the 
slaughterhouses.  At  peak  slaughtering  times  in  the  bacon  factory,  it  is 
necessary  to  have  three  meat  inspectors  on  the  line  to  keep  pace  with  the  rapid 
speed  of  throughput,  which  can  reach  a  rate  of  over  100  pigs  per  hour.  This 
work  is  physically  and  mentally  exhausting  as  a  thorough  detailed  inspection 
of  the  animals  has  to  be  carried  out  in  a  very  short  space  of  time  in  an 
atmosphere  which  is  not  conducive  to  prolonged  mental  concentration. 

At  each  of  the  slaughterhouses  there  is  an  inspector  in  attendance  during 
the  hours  of  slaughtering. 

During  the  year  112,069  animals  were  slaughtered  of  which  approximately 
80  per  cent  was  to  meet  the  needs  of  outside  areas.

SECTION  V 


HOUSING 


The  total  number  of  new  houses  built  during  the  year  by  private  enter¬ 
prise  was  729,  an  increase  of  35  over  the  previous  year.  No  Council  houses 
were  erected.  The  total  number  of  houses  built  during  the  past  five  years 
was  3,289  private  houses  and  111  Council  houses.  The  total  number  of 
in  habited  houses  and  flats  throughout  the  area  is  13,700. 

Improvement  Grants  -  Discretionary 

These  grants  are  discretionary,  but  include  works  which  apply  to  the 
house  as  a  whole.  Inspections  as  to  the  future  life  of  the  house  and  any 
repairs  required  are  made  by  th^  Health  Department  and  the  applications 
are  then  dealt  with  by  the  Council*  s  Surveyor. 

Standard  Grants 


These  are  obligatory  and  are  to  provide  the  sanitary  essentials  - 
bath,  W.C.,  wash-hand  basin,  hot  water  and  foodstore.  The  administration 
of  these  grants  is  controlled  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.  During 
the  past  year  there  were  23  applications  for  standard  grants,  of  these  18 
applications  were  from  owner  occupiers  and  7  from  owners  of  tenanted  houses. 
The  number  of  grants  approved  was  25  and  the  number  completed  23.  Total 
amount  of  grants  paid  £2,550  8s.  9d.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are  still 

322  houses  in  the  area  without  bathrooms,  113  owner  occupiers*  and  209  tenr* 
anted. 

Further  consideration  was  given  by  the  Council  to  the  question  of 
providing  loans  to  those  owners  unable  to  raise  the  necessary  capital  for 
their  share  of  the  work  of  providing  standard  ammenities  and  it  is  hoped 
that  in  the  ensuing  year  that  such  loans  would  be  available.  It  is  felt 
that  these  loans  would  provide  a  stimulus  in  the  provision  of  standard 
ammenities  in  these  houses  in  which  they  are  still  lacking. 


No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  under  the  Rent  Control

Rivers  and  Streams 


The  area  is  traversed  from  north  to  south  by  two  main  streams  — 

Sankey  Brook  and  the  River  Glaze.  Across  the  southern  boundary  runs 
the  River  Mersey  the  eventual  outlet  for  these  streams.  There  are  several 
smaller  brooks  winding  through  the  area,  but  none  of  these  are  of  any  part¬ 
icular  note. 
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Sewerage  schemes  have  been  developed  in  the  more  urban  parts  of  the 
area  and  a  noticeable  improvement  has  taken  place  in  the  streams.  It  is 
most  essential  that  when  pollution  is  reduced  by  the  construction  of  pro¬ 
per  sewerage  schemes,  new  pollution  is  not  allowed  by  develop:  .*nt  outside 
the  scheme. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  position  with  regard  to  sewerage  schemes  throughout  the  area  is 
aiioim  in  the  following  table.  With  the  exception  of  part  of  G-lazebrook 
and  some  small  isolated  areas  and  dwellings,  the  whole  of  area  is  now 
sewered.  There  are  128  houses  which  still  have  a  pail  closet.  These 
houses  are  situated  where  there  is  no  sewer  available  and  where  it  is 
unlikely  there  will  be  any  development  to  warrant  the  high  cost  of  pro¬ 
viding  a  sewer.  It  may  be  possible  in  such  cases  to  induce  owners  to 
take  advantage  of  the  increased  standard  grant  available  where  septio 
tanks  have  to  be  installed.

A  scheme  was  prepared  by  the  Council  for  the  sewerage  of  Clazebrook 
and  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  approval 
and  loan  consent.  The  scheme  was  not  allowed  to  proceed  beoause  of  the 
restraint  imposed  under  the  conditions  of  Circular  42/66. 
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Public  Cleansing; 


The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse,  together  with  ancillary 
functions  is  under  the  control  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

The  collection  service,  which  is  weekly,  is  carried  out  by  the  use  o 
special-type  rear  loader  compression,  and  forward  and  rearward  tipping 

vehicles. 

During  the  past  few  years  there  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  paper 
and  a  decrease  in  ash  content  of  household  refuse,  and  this  has  necessit¬ 
ated  the  introduction  of  compression  of  refuse  during  collection. 

The  collection  of  pail  closets  is  carried  out  weekly.  A  detachable 
tank  is  mounted  on  rollers  inside  the  body  of  a  Carrier  Bantam  Refuse. 
Vehicle.  The  number  of  pails  has  been  systematically  reduced  by  the  in¬ 
stallation  of  water  closets  to  128. 

All  workmen  are  provided  with  Protective  Clothing  and  though  this  is 
by  no  means  cheap  it  is  a  feature  that  is  now  a  necessity  if  workmen  are 
to  be  engaged  in  this  class  of  work. 

During  the  year  the  paper  sack  system  was  extended  to  cover  the  whole 
of  the  area.  The  paper  sacks  are  either  fitted  into  a  wall  bracket  or  a 
free  standing  holder,  it  has  been  necessary  in  many  cases  to  use  the  exist¬ 
ing  bin  as  a  holder. 

.  t 

It  is  rather  surprising  that  many  householders  prefer  to  use  the  sack 
in  the  bin  to  using  a  sack  holder.  Very  few  complaints  are  now  received  from 
householders  regarding  tne  paper  sack  system  and  at  holiday  times  the  issue 
of  an  extra  paper  sack  obviates  the  overflowing  dustbins. 

The  Ammenity  Block  completed  in  October,  19&5,  in  which  there  are 
showers,  baths,  lockers  for  clean  and  dry  clothing;  a  room  in  which 
clothes  can  be  dried,  and  a  dining  room  and  kitchen,  continues  to  be 
extensively  used  by  the  men. 

Throughout  the  year  tipping  was  carried  out  at  the  Council’ s  tips  at 
Larkfield  Avenue,  Paddington,  and  Mill  Lane,  Winwick.

One  of  the  most  difficult  problems  of  controlled  tipping  today  is  that 
of  the  large  paper  content  in  refuse,  preventing  paper  being  blown  from  the 
tipping  site.  The  introduction  of  paper  sacks  has  helped  to  combat  this 
problem.  As  a  further  precaution  wire  netting  screens  are  provided. 

The  lay-out  of  new  estates  because  of  their  long  entrance  approaches 
tend  to  slow  down  the  rate  of  refuse  collection.  This  is  more  marked  where 
dustbins  are  in  use  as  the  bin  has  to  be  collected  and  returned.  In  the 
case  of  paper  sacks  only  one  journey  is  necessary  thus  halving  the  labour 

time  per  house. 

Twice  weekly  collections  are  made  in  special  cases  and  in  one  instance 
a  daily  collection,  for  these  services  an  additional  charge  is  made. 

The  amount  of  litter  illegally  deposited  on  road  verges  and  vacant 
sites  increases  year-by-year,  and  besides  despoiling  the  appearance  of  our 
country  lanes,  attract  flies  and  rats  and  involves  the  department  in  a  good 
deal  of  work  cleaning  up. 

During  the  year  18  cars  were  left  abandoned  on  vacant  sites  and  were 
subsequently  removed  for  breaking  up.  Much  time  is  spent  making  inquiries 
as  to  their  ownership  but  only  in  rare  instances  can  the  owner  be  traced.

Rodent  Control 

The  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
are  pursued  in  this  sphere  of  work.  One  operative  is  engaged  whole-time  and 
the  methods  used  are  those  recommended  by  the  Ministry.  Both  the  operator 
and  the  foreman  have  undertaken  special  instruction  courses  organised!  by  the 

Ministry. 

All  local  authority  properties,  refuse  tips,  sewerage  works,  etc.,  were 
regularly  inspected  and  treated.  The  sewers  and  sewer  ditches  were  test- 
baited  and  treated  where  necessary. 

On  private  properties  treatment  is  carried  out  by  agreemsnt,  some  firms 
having  an  annual  contract  whereby  the  Council  service  the  premises  regularly. 
This  is  a  much  more  satisfactory  arrangement  than  waiting  until  the  premises 
become  infested.  Again  many  firms  employ  private  contractors  to  carry  out 
this  work. 

Private  houses  are  dealt  with  as  a  rate  charge. 

The  number  of  farmers  who  have  annual  contracts  with  the  local  authority 
for  the  destruction  of  rats  is  22.  This  shows  an  increase  of  four  over  the 
preceding  year  but  there  is  ample  scope  for  further  increase.  It  is  a  con¬ 
stant  source  of  complaint  from  those  farmers  who  are  participating  in  the 
scheme  if  their  neighbours  take  no  action.

Offensive  Trades 

There  is  one  offensive  trade  in  the  area.  The  trades  carried  out 
are  fat  extraction,  bone  boiling  and  glue  making.  Complaints  continue 
to  be  receive  of  obnoxious  smells  from  these  works.  During  the  year 
further  works  of  improvement  were  oarried  out  and  plans  have  been  sub¬ 
mitted  and  approved  for  additional  improvements  to  be  carried  out  in  the 

coming  year. 

To  prevent  fly  breeding,  the  factory  have  a  contract  with  the  local 
authority  whereby  the  whole  of  the  premises  are  treated  with  insecticides. 
This  system  has  proved  very  satisfactory. 


Maggotoria 

Premises  in  Risley  used  for  breeding  maggots  for  use  as  fish  bait,  not 
legally  an  Offensive  Trade,  have  been  regularly  visited  to  ensure  that  a 
reasonable  standard  of  cleanliness  and  control  is  maintained. 

This  olass  of  work  takes  up  a  surprising  amount  of  inspectoral  time, 
particularly  in  the  warmer  months  of  the  year,  and  yet  it  is  only  by 
taining  regular  and  continued  visits  that  satisfactory  results  are  obtained.

INDUSTRIAL  AND  COMMERCIAL  CIRCUMSTANCES 


Factories  Act,  1961 

There  are  now  85  factories  registered  in  the  area,  the  principal  ones 
being  engaged  in  light  engineering,  wire  rope  making,  plastics  and  brewing. 

Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  standard  of  hygiene  practised 
in  the  canteens.  Some  of  these  are  maintained  and  run  to  the  highest  stand¬ 
ards  but  in  others  constant  supervision  is  necessary.  A  special  approach  is 
made  to  each  manageress  and  staff  to  ensure  that  scrupulous  attention  is  paid 
to  personal  hygiene.  Circulars  and  posters  have  been  provided  for  use  within 
the  canteens  and  kitchens.

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Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  1963 


This  Act  provides  for  the  safety,  health  and  welfare  of  persons  employed 
in  shops,  offices  and  railway  premises.  The  legal  provisions  are  very  similar 
to  those  required  in  the  Factories  Act  and  :eal  with  cleanliness,  overcrowding 
temperature,  ventilation,  lighting,  sanitary  conveniences,  washing  facilities, 
drinking  water,  seats,  safety  of  machinery,  first  aid  and  fire  precautions. 

The  enforcement  of  the  Act  is  divided  among  several  authorities^ 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  take  statuto.v  action  to  secure  any 
of  the  requirements  under  the  purview  of  this  Council,  all  recommendations 
having  been  dealt  with  informally.

SECTION  IX 


PROVISION  OF  GENERAL  HEALTH  AND  ANCILLARY 

SERVICES  IN  THE  DISTRICT 


1.  IiABORATORY  ARRANGEMENTS 

Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  and  County  Analyst's  Department. 

Pathological  specimens,  samples  of  milk,  food,  "swabs”,  etc.,  for  bacter¬ 
iological  investigation  are  dealt  with  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service, 
either  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Mount  Pleasant,  Liverpool,  or  the  Labor¬ 
atory  at  Mon sail  Hospital,  Monsall,  Manchester;  the  chemical  analysis  of  water, 
milk  and  other  samples  of  food  and  drugs  is  undertaken  at  the  County  Analyst's 
Department,  County  Offices,  Preston. 

2.  HOSPITAL  ARRANG-EMENTS 

(Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board:  Warrington  and  District  H.M.C., 
and  Winwick  and  Newchurch  H.M.  C.) 

Although  the  Rural  District  contains  no  general  hospitals  within  its  bound¬ 
aries,  it  is,  of  course,  well  served  by  the  two  major  hospitals  situated  in 
Warrington  County  Borough,  the  Warrington  Infirmary  and  the  General  Hospital 
Warrington,  which  deal  with  general  medical,  surgical,  obstetric  and  gynaecolog- 
icol  cases,  and  those  requiring  specialist  advice  and/or  treatment  such  as  oph¬ 
thalmic,  orthopaedic,  paediatric,  nose  and  throat  conditions,  skin  diseases  and 
so  on.  Casualties  and  emergency  cases  are  dealt  with  at  both  hospitals,  althou^i 
the  former  are  more  usually  conveyed  to  the  Warrington  Infirmary  in  the  first 
instance.  Obstetric  and  Maternity  cases  are  usually  admitted  to  the  maternity 
unit  at  the  General  Hospital,  and  in  addition  of  course  the  more  straightforward 
maternity  cases  requiring  accommodation  may  be  admitted  to  Victoria  Park  Matern¬ 
ity  Home,  Latchford,  Warrington.  Cases  of  infectious  disease  (other  than  small¬ 
pox)  ,  are  catered  for  by  the  Aikin  Street  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  which 
also  has  a  block  accommodating  cases  of  active  pulmonary  tubexsculoais.  In  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  above,  hospitals  administ.  -od  by  the  St.  Helens  and  District  H. M.C.  , 
particularly  Cowley  Hill  Hospital,  St.  Helens,  and  Whiston  Hospital,  not  infre¬ 
quently  admit  maternity  cases  for  which  beds  cannot  be  made  available  in  Warring* 
ton:  and  a  small  proportion  of  our  residents  are  of  course  from  time  to  time 
referred  to  specialists  on  the  Staffs  of  the  "teaching  hospitals"  attached  to 
the  Universities  of  Manchester  and  Liverpool. 

Persons  requiring  advice  and  treatment,  or  simply  observation  and  super¬ 
vision  for  mental  disorders  or  diseases  may  be  admitted  to  W inwick  Hospital, 
the  one  large  hospital  which  is  situated  within  the  Rural  District  and  one  which 
is  widely  known  and  respected  throughout  the  whole  of  the  North  Western  corner 
of  England.  The  majority  by  far  of  such  admissions  are  now,  as  for  many  years 
past,  on  a  voluntary  basis,  on  the  advice  of  general  practitioners  and  psychia¬ 
trists  who  ha^o  been  consulted  in  the  first  instance  at  the  psychiatric  out¬ 
patient  clinic  at  the  General  Hospital,  Warrington,  and  Warrington  Infirmary. 
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3.  AMBULANCE  ARRANGEMENTS 


Full  responsibility  for  the  Ambulance  Services  provided  under  Section  27  of 
the  National  Health  Service  Act  rests  with  the  Lancashire  County  Council  as  the 
Local  Health  Authority.  Hitherto,  under  an  agency  agreement  Warrington  County 
Borough  provide  ambulance  service  for  certain  parishes;  the  remainder  of  the 
district  being  served  by  the  County  ambulance  service  from  Newton-le-Willows. 

On  1st  April,  1965,  the  agency  agreement  terminated  and  the  County  service  was 
extended  to  cover  all  the  rural  distriot.  Three  ambulance  stations  with 
vehicles  radio-controlled  from  Whiston  now  service  the  area.  Additionally , 
mutual  relief  arrangements  for  emergency  calls  operate  between  the  County  Council 
and  Warrington  County  Borough. 

A.  TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS 

School  Health  Service:  School  Clinics 

Since  November,  1959,  an  all  purpose  clinic  in  Green  Lane,  Woolston  (in 
close  proximity  to  the  Woolston  County  Secondary  Modern  School)  ,  has  functioned 
as  a  School  Clinic,  with  facilities  for  the  inspection  and  treatment  of  minor 
ailments,  dental  advice  and  treatment  and  speech  therapy;  ante-natal  care  and 
infant  welfare  sessions  have  also  been  held  regularly,  as  also  sessions  for 
poliomyelitis  vaccination  and  immunisation  against  diptheria,  whooping  cough  and 
tetanus. 

The  Clinic  is  staffed  by  a  Medical  Officer,  Dr..  E.T.  Smiddy,  a  Dental 
Officer,  four  School  Nurse/Health  Visitors  (two  full-time/ two  part--time)  ,  two 
school  Nurses  (part-time),  a  Chiropodist,  a  Speech  Therapist,  a  Dental  Attendant, 
and  a  Clinic  Clerk. 

Child  Welfare  Centres. 

Sessions  are  held  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  detailed  below.  At  these 
centres,  medical  and  nursing  advice  is  available  for  all  infants  and  for  child¬ 
ren  of  pre-school  age,  also  for  expectant  mothers,  and  those  recently  confined, 
in  relation  to  matters  affecting  their  general  health.  Supplies  of  a  variety  of 
infant  foods,  vitamin  preparations,  etc.,  are  also  available  at  cost  prioe,  to¬ 
gether  with  National  Dried  Milk,  Orange  Juice,  and  Cod  Liver  Oil,  the  "Welfare 
Foods",  formerly  distributed  under  the  auspices  of  the  Ministry  of  Food.

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5.  MIDWIFERY  ARRANGEMENTS 

Domiciliary:  Six  whole-time  domiciliary  midwives  are  engaged  on  this  work 
within  the  Rural  District  in  the  employ  of  the  County  Council,  which  is  both  the 
Local  Health  Authority  and  Supervising  Authority  under  the  Midwives  Act.  These 
nurses  normally  accept  responsibility  for  cases  residing  within  reasonable  prox¬ 
imity  of  their  homes,  but  the  principle  of  the  expectant  mother's  free  choice  of 
midwife  (as  of  doctor) ,  is  well  established.  Each  has  a  oar  at  her  disposal  to 
enable  her  to  respond  quickly  to  urgent  calls  and  to  carry  apparatus  for  anal¬ 
gesia.

8.  HOME  HELP  ARRANGEMENTS 

This  is  a  permissive  service  provided  by  the  County  Council  through  No.HO 
Divisional  Health  Committee,  and  is  one  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  respon¬ 
sibilities  under  the  National  Health  Act,  1946.  Its  aim  is  to  provide  help  in 
homes  where  such  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  in  the  household  of  a 
case  of  sickness  (including  tuberculosis) ,  of  mental  subnormality  or  disorder 
an  expectant  mother  (or  one  lying-in) ,  or  of  a  child  under  compulsory  school 
leaving  age.  The  presence  in  the  household  of  an  aged  person  also  constitutes 
a  justification^ 

These  arrangements  are  not  free  of  cost  to  all  those  bene fitting  thereby, 
but  in  the  majority  of  cases  assisted,  particularly  those  who  are  aged  and 
infirm,  no  charge  is  incurred  under  the  County  Council’s  scale. 

The  Home  Help  Organiser,  and  the  Assistant  Home  Help  Organisers  may  be 
communicated  with  at  the  Divisional  Health  Office,  Winwick.  (Tel.Warr. 37444) . 

During  the  current  year  a  total  of  59  Home  Helps,  all  part-time  workers, 
assisted  263  cases  within  the  Rural  District.  The  amount  of  help  allocated 
varies,  according  to  the  needs  of  each  individual  case. 

9.  MENTAL  HEALTH  ARRANGEMENTS 

The  district  is  covered  for  this  purpose  by  three  full-time  Mental 
Welfare  Officers  who  deal  with  the  aspects  of  mental  health,  including  all 
cases  in  which  investigation,  supervision  and  appropriate  action  is  required 
under  the  Mental  Act,  1959*

10.  ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  THE  PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE  (INCLUDING 

TUB SRCULOSIS)  AND  THE  PROVISION  OF  CONVALESCENT  ACCOMMODATION 

(a)  Responsibility  for  the  above  rests  with  the  Local  Health  Authority, 
partly  on  an  obligatory  and  partly  on  a  permissive  basis  "illness”  includes 
mental  disorder.  The  scope  of  such  arrangements  is  very  wide,  and  includes  all 
the  methods  of  health  education  and  propaganda  relating  to  health  matters, 
health  visiting  in  the  homes  (including  those  of  persons  suffering  from  tuber¬ 
culosis)  ,  the  provision  of  nursing  and  ancillary  equipment,  the  after-care  of 
patients  who  have  suffered  fhom  illness  either  at  home  or  in  hospital,  and  the 
provision  of  convalescent  accommodation  and  rehabilitation  where  this  is  requi¬ 
red,  to  enable  those  recently  sick  to  regain  full  health  and  strength. 

(b)  Responsibility  for  the  supervision  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  the 
homes  and  for  that  of  family  contacts,  to  ensure  appropriate  examination  and 
advice  by  the  Chest  Physician,  now  evolves  on  a  single  health  visitor,  covering 
the  whole  of  the  Rural  District,  and  working  in  close  contact  with  the  Chest 
Physician  at  the  clinic  in  Warrington.  The  name  and  official  address  of  the 
Health  Visitor  and  details  of  the  Chest  Clinic  session  concerned  with  the 
Rural  District  cases  are  given  below: -

(c)  Chiropody:  A  most  important  measure  on  the  prevention  of  illness  and 
disability,  affecting  particularly  the  elderly  and  handicapped,  has  been  the 
initiation  of  a  chiropody  service  for  these  groups,  and  also  for  expectant 
mothers,  as  the  result  of  a  decision  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  that  such  a 
Service  might  properly  be  provided  by  Local  Health  Authorities  under  Section  28 
of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  of  l%-6. 

Treatment  of  this  character  has,  for  a  number  of  years  past,  been  avail¬ 
able  in  c ertain  parishes  through  the  good  offices  of  the  Warrington  and  District 
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Council  of  Social  Service,  but  the  decision  of  the  Ministry  has  now  made 
possible  a  considerable  extension  of  these  facilities  throughout  the  whole  of 
the  Rural  District.  Treatment  is  usually  carried  out  at  Clinics,  or  at  the 
Surgeries  of  the  Chiropodists  concerned,  but  where  patients  circumstances  are 
such  as  to  preclude  their  attendance  at  a  surgery  or  clinic,  some  treatment  is 
carried  out  on  the  production  by  the  patient  of  a  certificate  from  a  doctor , 
nurse  or  midwife  that  this  is  required. 

(d)  Health  Education:  As  regards  Health  Education  -  a  very  important 
and  essential  factor  in  the  prevention  of  illness  -  it  is  pertinent  here  to 
emphasise  that  although  some  responsibility  for  this  section  of  preventive 
medicine  may  be  accepted  (as  has  been  the  case)  by  the  Local  Health  Authority, 
the  permissive  power  of  the  Council  as  a  Local  Sanitary  Authority  to  carry  out 
measures  of  health  education  under  Section  179  of  "the  Public  Health  Act,  193 6, 
is  still  extant  and  should  continue  to  be  exercised. 

11.  VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION  ARRANG-EMENTS 

Vaccination  against  smallpox  and  immunisation  against  diptheria,  whooping, 
cough  and  tetanus,  are  carried  out  at  the  various  Child  Welfare  Centres  in  the 
area. 


During  the  year! a  total  of  700  children  under  16  years  of  age  completed  the 
full  course  of  immunisation  against  diptheria,  of  which  642  were  under  5  years. 
In  addition,  1,464  children  received  re -inf  or  cement  or  booster  injections. 

In  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  27/62  issued  in 
November,  1962,  routine  smallpox  vaccination  is  recommended  during  the  first 
two  years  of  life ,  preferably  during  the  second  year  of  life  instead  of  during 
the  first  few  months  as  in  previous  practice.  The  number  of  children  under  two 
vaccinated  during  1968  was  380  and  the  percentage  based  on  the  number  of  live 
births  during  1967  is  38$* 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination:  The  programme  for  poliomyelitis  vaccination 
started  in  1956  and  was  further  extended  in  1961  to  include  all  people  under 
the  age  of  40.  The  following  numbers  of  vaccinations  were  carried  out  during

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SECTION  X 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948 


The  Local  Authority  carrying  responsibility  for  the  implementation  of 
Parts  III  and  IV  of  this  Act  is  the  County  Council,  and  the  administrative 
machinery  in  this  case  also  is  on  a  divisional  basis.  The  main  requirements 
of  Part  III  relate  to  the  provision  of  accommodation,  both  temporary  and  res  - 
dential .  for  persons  who  are  without  lodging;  and  to  Welfare  Services  m 
general  for  persons  handicapped  by  infirmaties  such  as  blindness,  deafness, 
dumbness,  crippling  physical  defects  and  other  disabilities  of  a  severe  and 
permanently  handicapping  character. 


The  approved  scheme  of  the  County  Council  in  regard  to  Welfare,  utilises 
very  fully  the. services  rendered  by  the  various  voluntary  agencies  already  in 
existence  prior  to  this  legislation. 


Section  47  of  this  Act  prescribes  the  procedure  whereby  a  ged  and  infirm 
persons,  if  not  receiving  adequate  care  and  attention  in  their  own  homes,  may 
by  a  Court  Order,  be  removed  to  a  suitable  hospital  following  a  hearing  by  the 
Court  of  Evidence  in  support  of  a  certificate  issued  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  after  close  consideration  of  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  whilst 
the  later  Act  of  194-9  amends  the  original  procedures  to  make  it  speedily 
effective  in  cases  of  urgency. 


Section  50  is  of  importance  in  that  it  places  on  the  County  District 
Authority  the  duty  of  arranging  for  the  burial  or  cremation  of  the  body  of  any 
person  who  has  died  or  been  found  dead  within  the  district  when  "it  appears  to 
the  Authority  that  no  suitable  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the  body  have 
been  or  are  being  made  otherwise  than  by  the  Authority" . 
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SECTION  xi 
THE  CHILDREN  ACT  19M3 


In  the  main,  this  Act  provides  for  the  care  and  welfare  of  children  and 
young  persons  up  to  the  gge  of  18  years  who  for  one  reason  or  another  are  depri¬ 
ved  of  normal  heme  life,  and  it  thus  has  an  important  bearing  on  the  mental  and 
physical  health  of  such  children. 

The  County  Council,  which  is  the  Local  Authority  for  the  purposes  of  this 
Act,  exercises  its  functions  through  its  Children’s  Committee  and  the  Children's 
Officer,  who  is  responsible  to  the  Committee  for  the  efficient  administration 
and  day-to-day  operation  of  the  service,  which  is  carried  out  on  a  regional  or 
area  basis.  The  Warrington  Rural  District  lies  administratively  within  the 
responsibility  of  the  Children's  Officer  for  the  Leigh  area. 

Fortunately  the  days  of  serious  neglect  and  wilful  brutality  have  recedod, 
but  there  still  exists  an  appreciable  number  of  cases  where  minor  degrees  ox- 
cruelty  and  neglect  arise  often  as  tne  result  of  indifference  or  simply  inade¬ 
quacy  on  the  part  of  the  parents.  Such  cases  must  give  rise  to  concern  in  the 
minds  of  a  number  of  different  groups  of  social  workers;  Children's  Visitors, 
Health  Visitors,  Inspectors  of  the  N.S.P.C.C.,  etc.,  and  are  not  infrequently 
complicated  by  insanitary  and  overcrowded  housing  conditions,  or  the  frank 
mental  backwardness  or  defectiveness  of  parents  and/or  children.  In  order  to 
integrate  all  viewpoints  to  consider  the  action  most  appropriate  and  the 
officer  in  whose  particular  sphere  of  influence  the  probable  remedy  lies,  case 
conferences  are  held  which  are  attended  by  representatives  of  both  statutory 
authorities  and  voluntary  agencies  which  have  the  interests  and  welfare  of 
children  at  heart.  These  conferences  have  been  most  valuable  in  enabling 
effective  supervisory  and  remedial  measures  to  be  undertaken. 
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
